Eventual Dominion Status. 
NEW DELHI. India, Jan. 25— 
(U. P.)—The viceroy, Lord Irwin, 
assumed entire responsibility today 
for his statement on British policy 
on India, made recently in Lon­ 
don. 
The statement emphasized the 
British policy of eventual dominion 
status for India. Addressing the 
legislative assembly 
today, Lord 
Irwin referred apparently to the 
disappointment caused by his fail­ 
ure to pledge dominion status at 
a definite date and saki he would 
have failed In his duty lf he had 
tendered different advice to the 
British government. 
He said he believed he had made 
unequivocal restatement of British 
policy In India, although the asser­ 
tion of a goal was of necessity 
different from attainment of the 
goal. 
The difficulties in the way of 
dominion status and freedom from 
control of the British government 
were indisputable, he added, and 
declared the projected round table 
conference or nationalist leaders 
with the British government would 
be the speediest way to surmount 
the difficulties.

EVERAL of our more eminent golfing authorities have been writ­ 
ing much lately on the importance of letting the weight of the 
body come through on to the left foot as the ball is dispatched on its 
way. Certainly mere can be no better advice given, for ll this Is done 
it is certain evidence that every ounce of power has been directed in 
the proper direction. It is a sure sign that there has been complete 
relaxation, with no stiffening muscles to oppose the force or the blow. 
I should like here to make a distinction between allowing tne 
weight to go forward and foeeing the body in that direction. I believe, 
with Abe Mitchell, that the proper way to start the club downward 
Is by a sort of aiurnp of the left side. This movement, of course, forces 
the body a bit ahead. But, speaking generally, the kind of forward 
shift of the weight which ta desired la not of the forced variety. The 
awing round to tha left foot should be easy and natural, the result of 
relaxed hitting. When watching an expert, one receives the Impression 
that hitting a golf bali la about tha simplest thing in the world.

The old cottonwood has looked 
down upon tragedy. 
Fifty-five years ago, L/>up City, 
situated down the river from Ar­ 
cadia. sent to Iowa to aecure a 
blacksmith to locate there. A man 
by the name of Chapman answered 
the call. Ona mile east of where 
this large t r e e stands, a home­ 
steader filed on a claim, and with 
him wa* his son, George McKeUer. 
Chapman a n d George McKelc* 
quarreled over a small sum, 63.50. 
which Chapman owed on a pig. In 
February. 1*77. meeting In Loup 
Cttv thev had trouble over the bill, 
Mekfllar. it is said, being under 
the influence of liquor- Chapman 
went into a store to make a pur­ 
chase. and ae he came out, was 
shot and fatally wounded by Mc- 
Keller. Chapman died within forty- 
:ht hours. 
— Keller leisurely mounted hls 
horse and started for his tother s 
home, with the sheriff pursuing him. 
As the sheriff gained on the mur­ 
derer, the latter fired, the pursuer 
returning the fire.

Productivity of Bees Depend Upon Human Guidance, 
H. B. Allen, Veteran Beekeeper of Cozad, Declares 


pror 
few 


Bees, like sheep, must have a; attributed 
leader. Is the observation of H. B. 
Allen, veteran beekeeper of Cozad. 
The bees differ from sheep Inas­ 
much as they must have human 
guidance rather than a leader of 
their own kind. Sheep will follow 
another sheep but bees will work 
only when directed by a human 
being. 
Mr. Allen came to this conclusion 
after an experience at his bee farm 
during the summer of 1929. 
Mr. 
Allen, with his family, drove back 
east to attend a reunion of his 
class at Harvard university. While 
he was gone he left his apiary to 
charge of an inexperienced man. 
Upon hts return home after a 
month’s leave he found that the 
bees had not gathered In enough 
honey to feed themselves and had 
rifled some of the honey that had 
been previously hived. 
Finding himself faced with a loss 
of more than four weeks to the 
gathering of honey he set to work 
with renewed vigor. The hives 
were thoroughly repaired and the 
bees were separated into new col­ 
onies. Tile honey season was prac­ 
tically drawing to a close when he 
was again ready for gathering 
honey. Two cuttings of alfalfa had 
already been stored away by sur­ 
rounding farmers and only one 
cutting remained. 
42,750 C olonle# In State. 
Working almost night and day, 
Mr. Allen succeeded In getting his 
bees to return to normal produc­ 
tion and within six weeks had 
gathered more than 90.000 pounds 
of honey, or more honey than he 
had gathered the previous year. 
"My 90,000 pounds of honey was 
a mere drop In the bucket as com­ 
pared to the production of some 
bee farms, Mr. Allen said. “In the 
state there are several beekeepers 
that ship honey out to carload lots. 
My 9.000 pounds wouldn’t even fill 
half a ear." 
Some idea of the immensity of 
the bee industry to the state of 
Nebraska 
can 
be 
obtained 
by 
glancing at the records of the 
state assessor. Statistics show that 
there are more than 5.656 colonies 
of bees in Nebraska. 
This num­ 
ber Is denied, however, by the de­ 
partment of agriculture. The re­ 
port states that there are more 
than 42.750 colonies of bees In the 
state. 
The incorrect figures are 


the fact that only 
commercial bee farms are Included 
to the estimate of the assessor. 
Nearly every farmer in the state 
has one or two and sometimes as 
many as ten colonies of bees. One 
colony of bees will bring to enough 
honey throughout the year to sup­ 
ply a large family and have 
enough left over so that a small 
sum may be realized from sale of 
the honey at a local store. 
Value Honey C rop SUMM. 
The commercial beekeeper, on 
the other hand, has come Into 
minence only within the last 
years. In 1900 there were but 
a few professional beekeepers to 
the state. 
Thirty years later the 
number had increased to well over 
a hundred. 
More than fifty of 
these bee men attended the an­ 
nual meeting of Organised Agri­ 
culture held at the agricultural 
college campus of the University of 
Nebraska early this month. 
Mr 
Allen estimates that the 
value of the commercial honey 
crop of Nebraska for 1929 would 
exceed $350,000. He said that this 
Is a small sum In comparison to 
many of Nebraska’s industries but 
none of them held any brighter 
prospects than this "infant In­ 
dustry." 
Further statistics compiled by 
the department of agriculture show 
I that the amount of honey pro­ 
duced by a colony of bees varies 


I with crop conditions. 
In 1917, 
when crop conditions throughout 
the state were excellent the aver­ 
age yield of one colony of bees was 
ninety-six pounds. With only 19,- 
414 colonies of bees reported, a 
i total of 1,863.744 pounds of honey 
I were produced. 
1925 Banner Year. 
That Nebraska ranks high to the 
rating with other state# in honey 
production Is shown by comparison 
of the average yield throughout 
the United States. 
In 1917 the 
average yield for one colony of bees 
was only 52.8 pounds while Ne­ 
braska bees gathered ninety-six 
pounds of honey for each colony. 
The price of honey has also 
varied from year to year. In 1917 
honey was sold for fifteen cents a 
pound. During the high prices to 
1920 the price soared to twenty- 
eight cents a pound. 
Since 1920 
the price has gradually dropped 
unti| in 1929 the average price re-

eelved for honey was only twelve 
cents a pound. 
1925 was the top year for the bee 
industry to Nebraska. With 46,714 
colonies 
registered. 
eighty - one 
pounds of honey was received from 
each colony for a total of 3,783,834 
pounds which brought an average 
price of seventeen cents. The total 
amount realized from the sale of 
the honey by Nebraska beekeepers 
was $643,252. 
Mr. Allen credits this remarkable 
year to the fact that nearly every 
farmer to the state increased the 
number of colonies of bees on his 
farm and many others bought bees 
when they found that honey was 
bringing to large profits. Follow­ 
ing 1925 many farmers sold the 
colonies which they had purchased 
while many others were forced to 
give up the project because they 
were unable to handle the bees. 
Not Lazy Alan s Job. 
Handling bees is’ net work for a 


lazy man. according to Mr. Allen. 
A bee farmer is as busy as any 
other farmer, especially through 
the honey season. 
The hives of 
the bees must be cleaned and kept 
in good condition and extraction 
of the honey from the combs takes 
a great deal of time. 
Before modem methods of bee­ 
keeping were introduced it was 
thought that lf the bees were pur­ 
chased and put In a hive that they 
would store up honey without any 
assistance. Mr Allen admits that 
this might be true but the would- 
be bee keeper might awaken some 
morning to find that he has no 
bees. 
Bees are not particular where 
they store the fruits of their labor. 
If an old tree seems to please them 
more than a wooden box In some 
farmer's back yard the bee will 
start to store his honey to the tree.

His office Is assembling and will 
recommend to the next legislature 
a aerie# of changes to criminal 
court procedure. The Ust will in­ 
clude the three Just mentioned and 
perhaps others, according to Mr. 
Sorensen. He points out that com- 
Etaints and indictment* already 
ave been simplified. "Our courts 
have gone as far as any state In 
sustaining simplified language,” he 
declares. 
Continuances, he feels, have not 
become an evil. He favors permit­ 
ting the state a change of venue to 
criminal cases under the same cir­ 
cumstances as such a change Is 
permitted to the defendant. Ona 
other major change is recommend- 
by 
attorney general. "I 
dont think minors should be per­ 
mitted to plead guilty to a felony 
carrying a penitentiary or reforma­ 
tory sentence,” he declares without 
the court first appointing counsel 
to advise the accused." In this 
connection he points out that the 
courts are very careful of the prop­ 
erty rights of minors. "They ougnt 
to be Just as zealous In protecting 
their liberties," he declares. 
Towle Favors Joint Trial. 
County Attorney Max a. Towle. 
while declaring that he is not a 
radical In favoring extensive re­ 
form of criminal court procedure 
makes several suggestions which he 
feels 
would 
effectively 
promote 
criminal Justice without injuring in­ 
dividual rights. 
He advocates that defendants 
caught on the same offense be tried 
Jointly rather than being granted 
.separate trials. In this connection 
he pomtedout that to a liquor raid 
where throe men were arrested, 
each denied the liquor was his when 
tried separately, causing Juries lo 
acquit all three. 
While favoring 
this change, the county attorney 
admits that at times It might work 
unfairly. 
"At least," he says, "It 
could be left to the discretion of 
the court.” At present defendant 
has the right to demand a separate 
trial. 
Two other changes are urged by 
Mr. Towle. He favors reduction of 
the time allowed a defendant in ap­ 
pealing to the Supreme court. He 
points out that It now takes about 
a year to appeal.

BIRTHDAY. 


If It wss th# Intention of William Hohenxollern. 
former emperor of Germany, to make himself master 
of Europe, he having failed In that ambitious dream, 
at least one outstanding achievement remains to his 
credit. The w tr In which he wss the central figure 
ended more than eleven years ago. He has survived 
its blasted hopes and disappointments to live quietly 
and peacefully within a short distance of the scene 
of his former glory. His acceptance of conditions 
without complaint or protest has In a measure re­ 
stored him to good standing. 
For It has not been 
customary for ambitious military leaders to sheathe 
the sword even after crushing defeat. 
Napoleon, who soma two hundred 
years 
before 
William, had aet forth to make himself supreme in 
Europe, remained tm .he Island of Elba leas than a 
year when In 4 surprise return, he caught the allies 
unawares and administered a smashing defeat. For 
three years he stalked through 
Europe 
until th# 
Duke of Wellington delivered the finishing blow at 
Waterloo on June ll, UIS. Then Napoleon was sent 
to Helena, where he put In six years of lonely brood­ 
ing, a virtual prisoner, to dis In exile In IMI. 
He 
lasted but six years after the final decisive battle of 
his career. He was only fifty-two years old at the 
time of his death. 
Before Napoleon, Alexander, the Orest, who cried 
because there were no more worlds to conquer, had 
moved forward In an irresistible march through re­ 
bellious Macedonian provinces, into Persia and Egypt 
and on to India. He was only a boy of twenty when 
ha led his troops into battle in his first great strug­ 
gle. For thirteen years he recorded 
an unbroken 
chain of victories to place 
practically the entire 
known world at his feet. He was resting his armies, 
preparatory to opening the door to the Orient, when 
he died at the age of thirty-three after a night of 
feasting and drinking. O O O 


As the head of the greatest war machina developed 
in modern times, tho life of William has been in 
marked contrast to the fate which befell the great 
military leaders among the ancients and during the 
Middle Ages. 
In the first place It remains for his­ 
tory to appraise his military ability. 
He was sur­ 
rounded by great generals, who had made military 
science their life work. They and not William wert

who stated Friday that the clashes on the western 
coast proved that the Filipino and American relations 
under the same flag are on a false baals, for which 
the only cure is Philippine independence. 
Mr. Guevaras statement J* based upon the assump­ 
tion that the disturbances in California were politi­ 
cal In nature, whereas they were purely social, hav­ 
ing their Inception in racial antipathy, which finds 
more pronounced expression In the United States 
than In probably any other country In the world. 
It has nothing whatever to do with political or fi­ 
nancial affairs, or with anything else save a repug­ 
nance against the promiscuous mingling of the races 
socially. 
Nor can it be said that this implies any assumption 
of superiority upon the part of the Caucasians. 
It 
simply means that through generations and centuries 
of experience the people of this country have un­ 
consciously or otherwise absorbed this feeling to an 
extent found nowhere else. It exists not only toward 
Orientals, but Is felt to a greater or lesser extent to­ 
ward some other*. 
That there Is such a feeling, however, does not 
render these others any Im acceptable and useful aa 
citterns, this fact being attested In every part of the 
country and every day In the year. Thera need not 
be intermarriage between groups, nor In fact la It 
necessary that there be Intimate social Intercourse In 
order that people may ba mutually helpful and that 
all may work together for the common good. They 
may be business associates 
and co-operate In the 
elevation to public positions of those they may deem 
qualified, and at the tame time not belong to the 
same dancing club. 
The people who make up the mass of American 
dtlsenshlp come from every quarter of the world and 
from every strata of society. 
Each pursues fortune 
and happiness in his own way and should not be and 
rarely la, interfered with aa long as he does not In­ 
fringe upon the rights of others. Social difficulties 
are rarely encountered, for as a rule the people of 
each racial group find other people of that particular 
group more congenial and considerate than those of 
any other. 
Conditions and feelings of this kind have nothing 
whatever to do with politics. They exist to a certain 
degree In every count!?, and It has thus far been Im­ 
posable to avoid them.

Before him Napoleon had been compelled to sue for 
peace long prior to the great struggle at Waterloo In 
order to gain time to reform his armies and to (Iva 
his sorely distressed country a chance to breathe. 
Twice Alexander failed In laying seige to fortified 
towns. 
The true measure of progress Is reflected in tha I 
manner In which the Oerman people disposed of Wil­ 
liam. He was allowed to flee across the Dutch bor­ 
der. 
He was permitted to retain his wealth. 
But 
Oermany. eagerly selling democratic Ideals, definite­ 
ly turned her face toward a republic, and today the 
autocratic rule of Willis rn is but a memory.

Much political significance is being attached to 
the letter which President Hoover recently wrote to 
a college president decrying the assaults of ‘'malice’* 
made against him. The president will be extremely 
fortunate if he escapes with tha 
criticisms 
which 
have been levelled at his head during his brief tenure 
of of hoe. 
It is apparently one of the sacred prerogatives of 
the American people to apeak plainly and bluntly 
when they disagree with the one whom they have 
chosen for the highest office in the land. The last 
two years of Woodrow Wilson's administration pro­ 
duced the most abusive attack upon a president to be 
found in political history. 
Taft was the intended 
victim of more than one venomous thrust and even 
the magnetic and popular Roosevelt frequently found 
himself subjected to a vitriolic arraignment. Popu­ 
lar criticism had spent Itself by the time Mr. Cool­ 
idge became president but on several occasions he 
was subjected to a much more severe onslaught than 
anything which has fallen to the lot of Mr. Hoover. 
Why the latter should feel he is the victim of unfair 
attacks does not appear. 
The failure of the president to name those he has 
in mind has aroused interest. When Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Roosevelt s ruck back they did not hesitate to 
provide specifications. On several occasions the lat­ 
ter named his opponents and in at least one instance 
Mr. Wilson provided definite identification for those 
he felt had been unfair.

The 
Infirmary and the dormitory program represent at­ 
tention to other phases of life of students from over 
the state. 
There Is no more unfortunate situation than a 
student sick away from home. 
Too often he does 
not have proper care. 
He to likely to fear expense 
and to avoid securing medical attention. 
In fra­ 
ternity and sorority houses or in rooming houres, 
students rarely receive the rest and quiet needed 
when sick. The Infirmary furnishes a solution. 
It cares for the students at no greater cost than 
their dally board bill would be ordinarily. 
It gives 
them a clean, quiet place to rest. It furnishes them 
with adequate care and Intelligent supervision. The 
university student body as a whole has not yet 
awakened to the advantages of the Infirmary. 
It* 
use will grow, however, as familiarity with Its ad­ 
vantages gain wider recognition. 
While the infirmary Is of primary aid to students, 
It should be a source of relief to parents who hava 
entrusted the care of their children to the univer­ 
sity. It assures them that their sons and daughters 
may be completely cared for if sick while attending 
school. 
The infirmary represente a most deairabla 
addition to the university's program for development 
of educated young manhood and young womanhood.

Outlines Essentials. 
The head of the park department 
has already outlined the essentials 
of the program which he believes 
will be necessary at the two placea 
to bring them to the standrad he 
hopes to attain. At Pioneers park, 
in addition to completing the dam, 
he wants to build cottages and 
purchase boats. He also would clear 
all the trees from the ground that 
will become the floor of the lake, 
and cut off the underbrush and 
clean out the dead weeds. There 
must also be a few high spots 
"knocked off,** he added. Only those 
that will be an inch or so under 
the water and likely to interfere 
with boating will be touched. 
Completion of the lake will mean 
that before boating will be safe, 
and game birds ana fish can have 
the protection needed to permit of 
proper growth and development, a 
home will have to be erected for 
a guard who (mn live in the park, 
according to Balr. Without this it 
will be useless to try and propagate 
fish or create a bird sanctuary. 
This has been demonstrated al­ 
ready w*th the killing by "poach­ 
ers** of wild ducks and geese that 
have settled on the smaller lakes 
In the park with every indication 
of nesting and raising their young. 
Must Watch Cabins. 
A resident caretaker also is neces­ 
sary as a measure toward watching 
over the cabins, keeping the bridges 
in repair and looking after Im 
boats, and animals that will be 
kept in the proposed coo. 
It Is the Belief of the commis­ 
sioner that a home for a care­ 
taker can be built at a cash out­ 
lay of not to exceed $1,800. This 
la possible because the material is 
now stored in Antelope park. The 
work would be done by employes 
of the department and without ex­ 
tra expense for supervision, compe­ 
tent men now being under salary 
throughout the entire year. Much 
of the material that would go into 
the cattan on the lake also is on 
hand. Employes also would build 
these and again the coats would be 
reduced. These buildings should be 
alike, in the opinion of the park 
commissioner, and rented at prices 
that will amply cover maintenance 
and coat of operation. 
Although Mr. Balr favors the city 
owning the boats and operating 
them, he sees the possibility that 
this feature of the park might be 
handled as a concession in the 
same manner as the refreshment 
stands in Antelope park. In that 
event, he says, "It is my opinion 
the holder of the concession should 
own the boats, and pay a nominal 
rental for the boat house and land­ 
ing." This also would be the case 
at the Stewart tract. 
Needs Little More Work. 
Development work on the Stew­ 
art tract lake has progressed to a 


point where but little work will be 
needed to make It fit for turning 
In the water. When thia is done 
the lake will be ready for use. It 
will be deep enough for row boats 
and bathing and. open to the breeze 
from all directions, will permit the 
use of small sail boats. It also will 
be possible to have small launches 
there. Fishing, however, will not be 
of the same class as that at Pio­ 
neers park Bullheads and catfish 
•bout the only species that can 
live in the water because of the 
strength of the alkali in the ground 
that will form the floor. 
Although funds for park Improve­ 
ment. during the coming summer 
are limited, Mr. Balr believes these 
improvements should be made. Any­ 
thing that will be spent in this 
direction, he says, will not add ma­ 
terially to any other betterments. 
Increasing t ne use of the parks is 
I the one great need now and "I do 


not believe there is anything that . » 
will cause the people of Lincoln to j 
flock to these new outdoor living j 
rooms as rapidly as will these > 
lakes,’* he declared.

Kittinger Explains. 
Commenting on the situation re­ 
cently, Clarence Kittinger said: 
'There is no place but the green­ 
house to keep the monkeys, birds 
fish, alligators, and reptiles in the 
winter. 
All of these draw files 
Their food, which also must be 
kept in the green house, draws 
mice, rats and cockroaches 
If 
there was an animal shelter It 
would be possible to have the 
proper sort of a place to store the 
feed. and it could be made rat and 
mice proof. Fumigation would kill 
the cockroaches and other vermin. 
In the greenhouse this cannot be 
practiced. 
"Under present conditions at the 
park large tropical plants are kept 
in the green nouse 
These 
can 
stand a lower temperature than 
young growing plants and, with an 
animal house could be kept there. 
This would make it possible to have 
them on exhibit the year round. 
Now they tan be seen but four 
months of the year, the other eight 
months being spent under cover in 
the greenhouse where people can­ 
not go because of the unpleasant 
odors, and the added fact that they 
would Interfere with the worker*. 
Harmful To Plants. 
“In addition to being out where 
they can be seen if placed in the 
animal shelter, to remove the large 
plants will make it possible to 
propagate smaller plants and flow­ 
ers on a larger acale in the green­ 
house This is a work thai is much 
needed. The park now comprises 
1.200 acres of which not more than 
250 scree arc developed 
With the 
greenhouse operating on an en­ 
larged scale much more land could 
be made to bloom with flowers and 
shrubs in the summer, just as do 
those acres that are now up to a 
standard. 
"With animals In the greenhouse 
another problem we have Is fumi­ 
gation at night to kill plant para­ 
sites. Until the animals are out. 
this cannot be done, as the fumes 
would kill them. As it lr the para­ 
sites kill many of the plants ” 
Not only would an animal house 
be of great advantage in the build­ 
ing of the park, Kittinger declares. 


but it also would be of much pleas­ 
ure to visitors during the winter. j 
“It is surprising,” he say*, “the 
number of people who come to the 
park in cold weather. They bring 
their children and one of the first 
things they ask for la the monkey 
pern 
Informed that they are in 
the greenhouse, but that no one can 
go hi, the children and adults as 
well are greatly disappointed With 
an animal shelter this would not 
happen. The monkeys and other 
animals would be out where they 
could be seen. More, there could be 
rest rooms in the basement, and it

During the last two months Mr. 
Kittinger has made g study of the 
soo in an effort to determine what 
is needed to bring that section of 
the park activities up to standard.

EROSIONCONTROL 
ISFARM PROBLEM 


Lancaster County Farm­ 
ers Faced With Serious 
Soil Problem. 


Erosion control is the moat seri­ 
ous soil problem faced by Lancaster 
county fanners according to the 
annual report of J. F. Purbaugh. 
county extension agent. Problems
